Bullock stated that her grandmother^ Shirley HIrock 
was preparing food for'the wedding at her re^dence 33 Fresh Holes RD. Shanel Bullock Indicated that Cassie 
Brownell was present her grandmother's house and was getting ready in her dress while David Colon vras 
at Veteran's beach awaiting their arrival. 

Bullock stated that they were running late for the wedding and she believed that Cassie Browneii had utilized 
her grandmother's cellular telephone to continually call David and advised him of her tardiness. Bullock 
acknowledged that Brownell did not have a cellular telephone.
